BREAD FOR THE 


- PEOPLE 


J. M. DILLON said that the 
way to secure enough bread for 
people was to stimulate the pro- 
duction of oats and barley by the re- 
moval of the fixed prices. Oats, fixed 
it. 10s. 8d. per cwt., was being sold in 
the Black Market for feeding, at 18s. 
23s. a cwt., with the result that 
people were hungry for bread while 
the pigs and cattle had plenty of feed- 
ing. The only conceivable way to get 
an adequate supply of oats was to 
allow the farmers to get whatever price 
they could for it. Oats were particu- 
larly important because of the value of 
oaten straw as an animal food and a 
of manure.

IMPENDING CHANGE 
IN L.D.F. GROUPS 


BATTALIONS UNDER 
ARMY OFFICERS 


LANS to turn L.D.F. groups into 

battalions under Army officers, 
and to reconstruct generally the 
command of the force, are at present 
being considered. The Jrish Times 
understands. that this scheme will 
affect only the cities and larger towns 
in Eire. In the country districts 
and the county boroughs it is un- 
likely that there will be any change. 
It is believed that members of the 
battalions wil! be issued with full army 
kit. This will coincide with the change- 
over from the brown uniform to the 
new uniform of army cloth, details of 
which were published recently, and 
which will be worn by L.D.F. men in 
the remainder of the country. Some of 
these have already been issued to 
country districts, such as Monaghan, 
while Dun Laoghaire has also been 
supplied to a certain extent. Clonmel, 
as well, ot course, as Dublin, Cork, 
Galway, Limerick and Waterford, will 
be inciadad in the scheme. Battalions 
will be on somewhat the same footing 
as were the British Territorials. before 
the war, or somewhat similar to the 
26th Battalion here, which consists 
entirely of old I.R.A. men. Their hours 
of training, however, will be unchanged, 
it is understood. It is said also that an 
order will be made which will make 
members of the L.D.F. liable to be 
moved to any part of the country if 
necessary. 
On the whole, these new regulations, 
when they assume a more concrete 
form, will be welcomed by all those 
in the force, the Jrish Times was 
informed yesterday, as they will put 
members on a more definite footing. 
The changes will be the third to take 
ace since the inauguration of the 
8.F. in the middle of 1940. First 
the force was split into two sections—A 
and B—and then Section A broke away 
entirely to become the L.D.F.

Beginning on Monday last—the day 
before gas restrictions were announced 
in Dublin—and making school meals 
history by being the first to break away 
from the bun-and-milk afternoon snack, 
the Action Group of the Fellowship of 
Witness in Dun Laoghaire is serving 
daily meals, hot and plenty, to between 
60 and 70 Protestant school-children in 
the area. 
The meals are cooked both in pots, 
“scrambled together from the vicar- 
age,” and in the Christ Church 
Parochial Hall gas-boiler, which used 
to supply tea for functions of the 
parish. A gas-ring is also used. From 
the various schools the smaller children 
come at 12 noon; the seniors at 12.20 
p.m. This week no charge is bein 
made for the meals, which consist o 
meat stew, potatoes and vegetables, 
with hot milk and biscuits (every day). 
On Wednesday they had potato and 
mince and mutton stew; yesterday, 
colcannon and scrambled [pee From 
next, Monday a charge of 4d. will cover 
everything, biscnits and “milk only 
being 1d. extra. 
Vegetables are at present supplied 
voluntarily, but contracts are being 
negotiated with local shops. At a 
meeting of parents held on Wednesday 
night it was stated that the children, 
were already showing an improvement. 
Reference was also made to the fact 
that two electric boilers could be sup- 
plied by the E.S.B. if the necessary 
wiring could be obtained.

One of the new bank main 
functions will be to do what it can to 
prevent, unhealthy conditions develop- 
ing financially inside the country, by 
advice and by such instruments as it 
will possess. 

The Central Bank Bill, 1942, under 
which the new institution will be 
established, issued last night, indicates 
that the powers of the bank will be, 
in addition to the existing functions of 
the Currency Commision in connection 
with the issue of legal tender notes, 
the receiving of non-interest-bearin 
deposits from public authorities an 
commercial banks and the settlement 
of clearance balances between these 
banks; the re-discounting of bills of 
exchange and the making of advances 
to banks against such bills or against 
Government securities; the fixing and 
publication of rates of interest for re- 
discounting bills and making advances, 
and the buying and selling of Govern- 
mént securities. 

In the last twenty years the original 
idea behind the establishment of 
central banks—the control of credit— 
has received a severe shaking by suc- 
cessive depressions, and to-day 
economists are more concerned 
about the limitations of the effec- 
tive powers of these banks. No 
two central banks in the “world 
are alike, and the most successful one 
in its history—the Bank of England— 
has no legal status whatever, and is 
of completely conventional growth. 
The American central Ba system 
dates from 1913, but in England and 
France it has a century of experience. 
The new Irish bank will be a bankers’ 
bank, and in no sense a competitor of 
the existing banks; and, although it 
may be regarded as a sequel to the 
Banking Commission’s report in 1938, 
there are several respects in which the 
new bill departs from the Commission’s 
recommendations. to instance, it is 
proposed to extinguish the issue of 
consolidated bank notes over a period 
ending on December 31st, 1953, and 
transfer the income from the com- 
mercial banks teo the new bank. i 
was the subject, of a very tepid recom- 
mendation by the Banking Commission. 
The concentration of the right of note 
issue in the Central Bank, and the 
radual extinguishing of the consoli- 
dated bank note, means, in effect, that 
in place of paying the full 25 per cent. 
charge to the Central Bank, hitherto 
paid to the Currency Commission and 
the Revenue Commission in the pro- 
portion of 14 per cent. and 1 per cent., 
the obligation on the banks to offer 
sterling security at market value for 
rew note issue will increase the 
income of the Central Bank by 
£30,000 per annum over that formerly 
contributed to the Currency Commis- 
sion and the Revenue Commission. 
Whether the loss eventually of this 
amount will have any effect on. the 
rates of interest or bank charges is a 
matter for speculation. 


CREDIT CONTROL 


It is to be noted that in its reference 
to ‘‘control of credit’’ the bill ap- 
parently intends avoiding a direct, 
claim to control credit, and if so it is 
in accord with the bulk of contem- 
porary expert opinion; for experience in 
the United iná, America and 
France, since the Genoa Conference 
recommended central banking from the 
point of view of controlling credit, has 
deflated much of the faith in their 
effectiveness. Partly, no doubt, the 
limitations of central banks in this 
respect have been due to the failure, 
produced by political causes, of one of 
the conditions envisaged in the 
’twenties—namely, that central banks 
would co-operate to minimise shocks 
affecting the credit system. Instead 
they became the instruments of widely 
divergent and even directly conflicting 
financial policies of Governments. As to 
the funds of the new bank from the 
issue of legal tender. At the present 
time the total note circulation of 
the country is about 18 million legal 
tender and six million consolidated | 
hank notes. The Currency Commis- 
sion holds some 18 million pounds 
worth of gold and securities in respect 
of the legal tender note, and its income 
rests on the produce of these securities, 
together with the 14 per cent. tax on 
the consolidated bank notes. 

The Banking Commission strongly 
recommended that there should. be 
attached to a Central Bank a systematic 
means of consultation with the 
Government on all questions of policy 
affecting the monetary system, and 
that it should conduct a proper research 
and statistical bureau, as all other 
central banks do in matters relating to 
the monetary system. Although these 
are not. mentioned in the bill, it does 
not, however, exclude them. Under 
the bill the paid-up capital of the 
Currency Commission will be returned 
to the existing share-holding banks of 
the Commission, and on the dissolu- 
tion of the Commission all its 
property, assets, debts, and other 
liabilities, contracts, etc., will be taken 
over by the Central Bank and the staff 
transferred on the same tenure and 
conditions as at present.

RUSSIANS CAPTURE 


YUKHNOV 
TIMOSHENKO’S DRIVE 
TOWARDS DNIEPER 


OSCOW, Thursday.—Yukhnov, 
whose capture is announced in 
to-night’s Soviet communiqué, is 
about fifty miles south-east of 
Vyazma, and 125 miles due east of 

Smolensk. 

The Russian line approached to 
within 40 miles of Smolensk, but 
Yukhnov marks the southern limit of 
the large “‘ bulge” of territory still 
held by the Germans, which extends to 
Rzhev, in the north. 

Messages reaching neutral sources 
from Berlin to-night described intensi- 

fied preparations in Germany for a 
spring ofteuaive, as Soviet troops were 
reported within 25 miles of the River 
Dnieper in their attempt to smash the 
southern springboards from which the 
German drive from the Caucasus may 
be expected. 

These forces, presumably those which 
have burst through towards the river- 
bend on a front stretched, roughly, 
from Krasnograd, through Lozovaca to 
Gavrilovka, are said to have captured 
an Italian Staff headquarters in their 
drive towards the German nerve-centre 
at, Dniepropetrovsk. Pia 
Successes here and at other key 
points on the southern front, notably in 
the Kursk and Kharkov areas, and in 
the Donetz Basin, where the Germans 
report «2 heavy Russian attack, sup- 
ported by tanks, reflect steady headway 
in Marshal Timoshenko’s attempt to 
ush the Germans out of the Eastern 
Jkraine. 

The Svenska Dagbjadet’s Berlin 

correspondent says that every day long 
conyoys of lorries, filled with young re- 
cruits for the Russian front, arrive at 
the city’s stations, and long lines of 
newly. made armoured cars and trucks 
stream along the main highways to the 
East. All these roads to the Soviet 
Unions: have been put in good condi- 
tion, and, as on aerodromes, dykes 
have been made to collect water from 
the melting snows, and steps have 
been taken to strengthen and protect 
bridges against the flood-waters of 
swollen rivers.—(Press Association and 
Reuter.

“In an attack on a target almost 
totally surrounded by residential build- 
ings, it is, unfortunately, inevitable 
that such buildings will also suffer 
damage,’’ says the report. 
There is certainly some damage 
outside the Renault works, but, having 
regard to the scale of attack, this 
damage is astonishingly slight and pro- 
vides fine testimony to the care and

foreign papers and others for use for 
their own purposes, and ‘because it 
would have been represented abroad 
that we were afraid to let our own 
people know the views expressed by 
the speaker. 

Mr. NORTON said that the Minister 
had not allowed agitation in the Press 
in favour of increased prices for wheat, 
and had refused to allow members of 
the Huuse to give constitutional advice 
to trade unions on the Trade Unions 
Act. Why, he asked, bearing these 
things in mind, had the Minister per- 
mitted the deputy leader of the main 
opposition party openly.to advocate a 
declaration of war on certain States 
with which this country was at present 
on friendly terms? How could the 
Minister reconcile that kind of par- 
tiality with his powers as Censor? Was 
he (Mr. Norton) to take it that every 
other deputy or citizen could exercise 
the same 
Could anybody advocate entry into the 
war with the same freedom, the same 
impunity, and the same ministerial 
benediction as was given to Mr. Dillon? 
Mr. AIKEN—The deputy should not 
deduce that from my answer. 

On the motion for the adjournment, 
Mr. NORTON again raised the matter. 
Nobody ought, in the present circum- 
stances, to be allowed to make any 
comment on external affairs. He had no 
complaint against the Censorship until 
recently. The whole country was won- 
dering why the Censor permitted that 
speech to be published in the news- 
ge and read over the wireless.
